Mrs. Susan Miller Hisle. 

The following Item is taken from the 
Methodist Advocate and we reprint it 
even at this late date for the reason that 
a large number of friends and relatives 
of this most excellent christian woman 
are readers of the Climax both in this 
Bute and el*ewhere and may not have 
seen the item. 

Mrs. Susan Miller Hisle died at the 
home of her daughter. Mis. C. F. Chen- 
ault, near Richmond, Ky . Thursday af- 
ternoon, the 24th of October, 1912. Her 
death was very sudden and resulted 
from heart trouble. She was in her us- 
ual health, and had spent a pleasant day 
with her family, she was preparing to 
attend divine services with a friend; the 
weather was ideal and she had jnst 
walked into the yard, where she was 
found about fifteen minutes later— life 
being extiuct. There had been evident- 
ly no suffering: she sat half reclining 
against the house, still holding her spec- 
tacles in hei hand. She was 02 years 
old on the 2nd of August last, and was 
an exceedingly handsome and well pre- 
served woman, and a devo it member of 
the Methodist church, w'uere she was a 
regular attendant. Her work for the 
Master's cause will be sadly missed 
She seemed to live to do good deeds and 
to minister to those in distress. She 
could easily have been a star of the first 
magnitude i.i the world's fashionable 
society, but she preferred to let the 
light of saving truth shine through her 
life that the wanderers in darkness and 
sin might find the way to God and 
Heaven. She loved her church, its sim- 
ple service and old-fashioned songs. Her 
bright face which was always an in- 
spiration to her preacher will be seen no 
more in the congregation on earth. We 
can hardly become accustomed to her 
absence there: and it is harder still to 
tbinic how she will be missed in her 
family where she has long reigned the 
queen of all hearts. Only God knows 
what her absence means Many will 
listen in vain for the fool-fall that told 
of her coming and dream that they hear 
the voice that so often soothed and 
cheered, but will awake lo find it was

She surrendered 
her body to death, but in that very 
moment her redeemed soul was freed, 
and is now enjoying the presence of the 
Lord.
